o n the m arket here Wednesday . 
Last y ear’s ship ments o f co mbine 
maize fro m Hamlin was 197 cars. 
This y ear’s acreage was u p p ed co n­ 
siderably 
fro m 
last 
seaso n’s 
and 
early indicatio ns were that p ro du cers 
o f the area ^o u ld “hit the jackp o t.” 
Then a rainless Ju ly came alo ng after 
o nly sp asmo dic sho wers fell du ring 
the mo nth o f June— and there went 
the ro sy p ro je c ts that farmers o f 
the sectio n had nurtured alo ng. 
The hu ndreds o f acres p lanted to 
maize this y ear in the Hamlin area 
still wo u ld y ield so me feed in mo st 
instances if rains came within the 
nex t few day s, bu t p ro du cers and 
o thers are already singir.g the swan 
so ng o v er mu ch o f the cro p as far 
as grain p ro du ctio n is co ncerned. 
Farmers are p lanning to resu rrect 
so me feed v alu e fro m the 
sta lk3, bu t 
hesitate to cu t the stalks befo re they 
begin to Ln.rn u p in the ho p e that 
rains will co me. 
Av erage maize is fro m two to three 
feet high, with heads in the stage o '

Ho wev er, sho rtly after the taste 
was detected by City W ater Su p erin­ 
tendent W. G. Ro u ntree, the mal- 
taste was remedied, and mains were 
being emp tied o f the algea water by 
u sers. 
Ro u ntree ex p lained to The Herald 
that it req u ires sev eral day s to emp ­ 
ty the mains o f millio ns o f gallo ns 
o f water in the lines between the 
lake and in the city mains.

W ater co nsu mp tio n by u sers in the 
City o f Hamlin reached an all time 
high o f 19 ,06 8 ,7 00 gallo ns fo r the 
mo nth o f Ju ly , figu res released this 
week by the city water dep artment 
rev ealed. 
Highest p rev io u s co nsu mp ­ 
tio n by city u sers was 13,000,000 in 
Au gu st, 1945 . 
Last Ju ly ’s gallo n- 
age to taled 9 ,240,6 00. 
City Secretary Mrs. Clinto n Barro w 
stated Wednesday that 8 35 water 
co nnectio ns were billed in Ju ly , a 
reco rd nu mber in the histo ry o f the 
city waterwo rks. 
This was a gain o f 
114 o v er last Ju ly ’s 7 21 co nnectio ns. 
Nu mbers o f o thers hav e made ap ­ 
p licatio ns fo r serv ice, and sev eral will 
be added du ring the mo nth, acco rd­ 
ing to City W ater Su p erintendent 
W. G. Ro u ntree. 
Sho rtage o f water p ip e has held 
do wn the nu mber o f p o tential co n­ 
nectio ns, city au tho rities ex p lained 
this week. 
Many new bu siness co ncerns and 
residences hav e acco u nted fo r mo st 
o f the 15 p er cent gain reco rded du r­ 
ing the p ast 12 mo nths.

Ano ther big do se o f blu e sto ne 
was distribu ted in the Mo o re Lake, 
mile west o f Hamlin, last week by 
the city , u nder directio n o f C. C. 
Co bble, city lake keep er. 
The blu e 
sto ne is p laced in the water to kill 
the mo ss gro wth. 
Abo u t 1,100 p o u nds o f the mineral 
was scattered o v er the lake area o n 
Mo nday and Tu esday , and rep o rts 
this week are that mo st o f the mo ss 
has already been killed and settled to 
the bo tto m. 
Remo v al o f the mo ss makes fish­ 
ing better and also makes the water 
safer in case o f accident.
